Slaughter  steer  and  heifer  prices  at  Corn 
Belt  terminals  were  steady  to  500  higher, 
mostly  25-500  up  with  Choice   and  Prime  again 
showing  the  major  share  of  the  advance.     Cows 
were  generally  steady  to  500  higher,   although 
sales  at  Sioux  City  and  St.  Louis  were  steady 
to  50^  lower  and  50-750  off  at  Sioux  Falls. 
Feeder  cattle  and  calves  found  broad  demand 
and  sold  steady  to  500  higher  with  some   sales 
$1.00  up.     Barrows  and  gilts  were  steady  to 
500  lower  and   sows  were   steady    to  750  lower. 
Old  crop  slaughter  lambs  were  strong  to  500 
higher,      spring  slaughter  lambs  steady  to  250 
higher,   slaughter  ewes  steady  to  500  lower, 
and  limited  numbers  of  feeder  lambs  sold 
steady  to  250  higher. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Slaughter 
steers  and  heifers  sold   steady  to  500  higher, 
generally  25-500  higher,   thus  marking  the 
eighth  weekly  advance  in  the  past  nine  weeks. 
The  average  cost  of  slaughter  steers  at  several 
centers  this  week  reached  the  highest  point 
in  the  past  two  years.     Moderate  upturns  on 
steer  and  heifer  carcasses  along  with  moderate 
receipts  prompted  the  advance.     Demand   con- 
tinued to  center  on  the  scant  supply  of  high- 
Choice  and  Prime  steers,      particularly  on  kinds 
weighing  over  1200$.     Higher  cow  beef  prices 
supported  the  steady  to  500  advance  in  the 
live  trade,  although  sales  at  Sioux  City  and 
St.   Louis  were   steady  to  500  lower  and  50-750 
off  at  Sioux  Falls.     Bulls  were  generally 
steady  and  vealers  strong  to  $3.00  higher.

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  A  good  demand 
existed  for  feeder  cattle  and  calves  and,  in 
brisk  trading,   moderate  supplies  at  midwest 
terminals  sold  unevenly  steady  to  500  higher. 
At  Sioux  City  and  Sioux  Falls,  where  the  after- 
effects of  a  violent  winter  had  retarded  de- 
mand during  recent  weeks,   prices  were  as  much 
as  $1.00  higher.     As  usual  at  the  start  of  a 
new  grazing  season,  there  was  widespread 
interest  in  thin  cattle  under  650$  and  at  some 


markets  this  kind  led  the  advance.     However, 
fleshy  cattle   suitable  for  immediate  drylot 
feeding  also  came  in  for  considerable  attention 
and  shared   a  large  part  of  the  higher  trend . 
Slaughter  cattle  buyers  often  found  feeder  buy- 
ers aggressive   competitors  on  fleshy  two-way 
kinds.     Cattle  finishers  showed  noticeably  less 
hesitance   in  taking  on  950-1050$  steers  showing 
sufficient  finish  to  grade  high-Good  and  low- 
Choice  in  the  beef  than  was  the  case  a  few  weeks 
back.

HOGS  -  Terminal  markets  -  Further  improve- 
ment in  road  conditions  throughout  most  of  the 
area  enabled  the  recent  backlog  of  hog  supplies 
to  begin  moving  to  market.     The  12  market  run 
was  8    percent  larger  than  the  previous  week 
and   23    percent  greater  than  the  corresponding 
week  a  year  ago.     The  expanded  receipts  and  a 
bearish  pork  trade  influenced  lower  hog  prices 
at  the  majority  of  centers.     Compared  with  the 
previous  week's  close,  barrows     and  gilts  were 
steady  to  500  lower  at  most  markets  although 
sales  were  fully  250  higher  at  St.  Paul  and 
steady  to  250  higher  at  Sioux  City.     Sows  were 
steady  to  750  lower,  extremes  $1.00  lower  at 
Sioux  Falls.     St.  Paul  again  was  an  exception 
with  25-500  higher  prices.     Sow  receipts  were 
estimated  at  8    percent  of  the  eight  market 
supply  the  same  as  the  previous  week.

Receipts  were 
largely  No.  1-3  200-250#  barrows  and  gilts  with 
around  6  percent  of  the  run  sows.     Late  price 
advances  on  barrows  and  gilts  more  than  offset 
earlier  declines  and  resulted  in  a  steady  to 
10#  higher  weekly  trend  on  190-240$  butchers. 
Heavier  butchers  were  mainly  steady.     Sows  270- 
400#  were  25£  lower  than  the  previous  Friday, 
while  400-S50#  were  about  steady.

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There  were  occasional  sales  of  greasy 
domestic  worsted  wools  in'  the  Boston  market  at 
steady  to  firm  prices.  Demand  was  good  for 
combing  wools  of  fine  and  medium  grades  with 
only  limited  interest  in  half-blood  wools. 
Small  lots  of  woolen  wools  sold  while  trade 
in  noils  was  practically  at  a  standstill  and 
prices  were  about  steady. 

There  were  range  sales  in  all  sections  of 
the  territory  States  and  buyers  were  active  in 
Texas.  A  modest  weight  of  medium  wools  was 
moved  in  the  fleece  wool  States. 

According  to  midweek  cables  there  was  a 
poor  selection  of  mostly  "B"  and  "C"  fault 
wools  in  Australia  with  Japan  and  the  Conti- 
nent active.

The  Cape  markets  were  firm  as  France  and  the 
United  States  dominated,  with  general  compe- 
tition from  other  sections.  Activity  in  South 
America  was  very  dull  with  occasional  sales  of 
carpet  type  wools  out  of  Buenos  Aires,  while 
the  Montevideo  market  held  firm.

Several  other 
clips  amounting  to  about  150,000  pounds  bulk 
half,  some  three-eighths,  brought  5O0-5O§0 
grease  basis,  f  .o.b.  Choice  12  months  Roswell 
wools  sold  around  31.30  with  most  other  New 
Mexico  wools  moving  in  a  range  of  $1.20-1.30 
but  mostly  around  31.25  clean  basis  delivered. 
In  Montana,  around  Miles  City,  fine  and  half- 
blood  original  bag  wools  brought  about  450  while 
a  light  shrinking  mixed  clip  sold  at  50. 270 
grease  basis,  while  in  the  Sydney  area  fine  and 
half-blood  wools  brought  430-480.

LESS  THAI?   CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Steer  beef  prices  were 
steady  to  $1.00  higher  aside  from  some  Good  grade 
50/  lower  at  Philadelphia;   cow  beef   steady  to 
$1.00  lower;  veal  strong  to  SI. 00  higher  at  New 
York  and  calf  fully  $1.00  hieher  at  that  market. 
The  trend  for  veal   at  Philadelphia  and  Washing- 
ton was   steady  to  $2.00  lower  and  steady  at 
other  markets.     Lamb  was  fully  $1.00-1.50  higher 
at  New  York  and  steady  to  $1.00  higher  at  Wash- 
ington,  otherwise  mostly  steady.     Pork  loins 
sold  weak  to  $2.00  lower.     Other  pork  cuts  were 
mostly   steady,    instances  $1.00  lower  for  Boston 
butts  and  fresh   skinned  hams  at  New  York. 

Trading  was  fairly  active  for  kosher  dressed 
steer  beef  and  lamb,   but  only  moderately  active 
for  veal  and  calf.     Quotations  were  unchanged, 
but  bulk  of  late   sales  were  in  the  upper  half 
of   the  quotation  range. 

Supplies  were  normal  in  all  divisions   and 
adequate  over  all.      Clearance  was  fairly  complete 
despite   sluggishness  for  pork  with  late  flurry 
of  buying  instrumental  in  cleanup  of  loins. 
Trading  for  beef  was   generally  active  with   demand 
fairly     broad.     Prime  steer  beef  was  in  very 
small   supply  and  moved  readily  with  bulk  to  hotel 
and  restaurant   supply  houses.     Veal  and  calf 
movement  was  mostly  fair  with  improvement  at  New 
York  due   mainly  to  broad  spot   interest  by  chain 
buyers.     Lamb  moved  well   at  all  markets,   chain 
buyers   the  primary  force   on  lamb  at  New  York. 
Pork  loins  were  generally  slow  as  demand  for  pork 
centered  on  other  cuts. 

CHICAGO  -  Compared  to  the  previous  Friday: 
Good  and  Choice   steer  and  heifer  beef  mostly  50/ 
higher,    Standard  steer  steady,   veal   steady,   lamb 
steady  to  $1.00  hieher,  pork  loins  8-16+  steady, 
Boston  butts  4-8+  ?2. 00-2. 50  higher,    spareribs 
3+  down  steady. 

Steer  and  heifer  beef,  lamb  and  fresh  pork 
supplies  were  normal,   veal  moderate.     Good  to 
average-Choice  carcasses  represented  the  bulk 
of  beef,   Prime  relatively   scarce.       More  55-65+ 
lamb  carcasses  available   than  lighter  weights. 

Carcass  beef  trade  was  generally  slow. 
Demand  for  arm  and   squarecut  chucks  very  narrow. 
Supply  of  rib 8   short  of  a  good  demand  in  most 
quarters  as  a  minimum  of  fores  was  cut  because 
of  the  poor  chuck  movement.     Demand  was  fair  for 
beef  hindquarters,    rounds  and  loins.      Current 
price  levels  on  veal   stimulated  a  moderate  demand 
ending  a  three-week  period  of  lower  prices  during 
which  time  declines  of  $5.00-7.00  were  recorded 
on  most  grades.     Carcass  lamb   trade  was  moderately 


active   as  were  hindsaddles.     Fore  end  cuts 
rather  slow,   but  clearance  was  fairly  com- 
plete.     Boston  butts  and  spareribs  moved  well 
into  moet  channels,    slow  opening  trade  on 
pork  loins   turned  moderately  active  at   the 
close. 

PACIFIC   COAST  -   Carcass   steer  and  heifer 
beef  trading  was  slow  in  California,    steady. 
In  the  Pacific  Northwest  both  classes  sold 
moderately  active,    steer  beef   steady  to  Si. 00 
lower,    decline  on  Standard  and  Good;   heifer' 
beef  mostly  steady,   occasional  sales  Choice 
50$!  higher.      Cow  and  bull   beef  met   a  poor 
demand  and  trading  was  slow,   25-75rf  lower  in 
California  and  steady  to  $1.00  lower  in  the 
Portland-Seattle  area.      Calf  was  fairly 
active,    steady  to  50/  lower  in  Los  Angeles. 
At  other  points  trading  was  slow  on  veal  and 
calf,   but  prices  were  unchanged.      Spring  lanb 
trading  was  slow  in  San  Francisco  and  Los 
Angeles  at  S2;00  to  $2.50  lower  price  levels. 
Old  crop  lamb  met  a  poor  demand  and  sold 
steady  to  50/  lower  in  Portland  and  Seattle. 

Fresh  pork  cuts  were   slow  throughout, 
about   steady  in  California,    steady  to  $4.00 
lower  in  the  Pacific  Northwest  with  the  most 
decline   on  loins  and  Boston  butts.     Cured 
pork  was  also   slow,   mostly  steady  in  all 
areas. 

CAHLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

CHICAGO,   DENVER,   OMAHA,   NEW  YORK  AND 
PHILADELPHIA  -  Although  demand  was  only 
moderate  and  trading  on  normal  supplies  of 
steer  and  heifer  beef  was  generally  slow, 
prices  advanced.     However,   part  of  the  week's 
early  advance  was  erased  late,   particularly 
on  Choice  carcasses.      Steer  and  heifer  beef 
sold  steady  to  50/  higher  with  Good  showing 
the  most  advance.      Cow  beef  was  50^-$!. 00 
higher.      Clearance  was  complete  on  all 
classes. 

Supplies  of  carcass  lamb  were  normal. 
Demand  was  moderate  and  prices  were   strong 
to  $1.50  higher,   mostly  around  $1.00  higher. 
Clearance  was  good. 

Fully  normal   supplies  of  pork  products 
sold  in  an  uneven   trade.     Loins  were   steady 
to  50/  lower,   pork  butts  sold  $1.50-2.50 
higher.     Fresh  hams  12-14+  were   steady  to  50/ 
lower  with  14-16+  weights  steady  to  SI. 00 
higher.     Pork  carcasses   sold  steady  to  30/ 
lower  at  Philadelphia  and  New  York.      Clear- 
ance was  generally  complete  on  pork  products.
